Claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art of record, 
taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or reasonably suggests a method for forming a 
semiconductor structure on a surface of a substrate, comprising a step of forming an epitaxial 
post on the substrate over the active region, the epitaxial post having at least one surface 
extending outwardly from the surface of the substrate and further having a surface opposite of 
the surface of the substrate .
